rMtRGV, CLIMATE CHANGE AND ENVIRONMENT JUS 11 


MOTION 

Over the Labor Day weekend, Los Angeles experienced record-setting heat in 
communities across the City. As a result, many neighborhoods experienced a loss of 
power, leaving seniors, and those with medical conditions, particularly vulnerable. On 
September 9 th , DWP stated that as of that evening, power had been restored for over 
77,000 customers, yet 70,000 customers remained without power. DWP should provide 
a report to the Council on the weekend outages, including what went wrong, and how the 
Department responded. 

Certainly, outages occurred across the City. However, some neighborhoods such as Sun 
Valley, Arleta, and Lake Balboa were without power for prolonged periods of time 
including over 24 hours. Other neighborhoods across the City experienced the same. 

DWP should assess the outages experienced and identify any demographic patterns or 
information that not only speak to infrastructure and response, but to better understand 
how neighborhoods are being impacted. Frankly, did low-income neighborhoods 
experience more frequent and prolonged outages? 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of Water and Power be requested to report 
on this weekend's heat storm, how the system was affected, and what actions were taken 
to respond in real time. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Department of Water and Power report on the number of 
affected customers by community, including how long outages were endured during those 
communities. This report should include contextual information related to community 
demographics, income, and environmental burdens so that the information can show if 
whether there are any patterns in which Angelenos are disproportionately affected, 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Department of Water and Power provide a report on existing 
infrastructure and distribution center capacities and needs, and how the department 
intends to address the local distribution system infrastructure to meet the realities of 
climate change.

MOTION 

"The Beverly Grove community was developed in the 1920's as a charming, elegant area 
of single-family homes, duplexes, and small apartment buildings that were located near 
shopping, restaurants, and museums. Over the decades, these destinations have expanded, 
attracting visitors and employees at numbers never anticipated by the community’s 
developers. In particular, the major employment and entertainment centers of Cedars Sinai 
Hospital and the Beverly Center have significantly impacted the surrounding residents with 
burdensome vehicular congestion and cut-through traffic that often travels at high speeds on the 
narrow residential streets. 

In particular, the intersection of West 4th Street at La Cienega Boulevard is one of the 
busiest locations for cut-through traffic, especially during peak rush hour. Compounding this 
situation, in 2016, the City Council approved a 145-unit mixed use development at the 
intersection of San Vicente and La Cienega Boulevards, adjacent to the intersection of West 4th 
Street. After the development is built, the surrounding area will experience more traffic impacts. 

The City’s General Plan’s Transportation Element includes a policy to "Seek to eliminate 
or minimize the intrusion of traffic generated by new regional or local development into 
residential neighborhoods while preserving an adequate collector street system." In order to 
address the situation at West 4th Street and La Cienega Boulevard and protect the community 
from even more burdensome non-resident traffic, the City should investigate the permanent 
closure of the local street access point. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the Department of Transportation, 
working with any appropriate City department, to report on the steps necessary to block (cul-de- 
sac) West 4th Street just east of La Cienega Boulevard.
